October

• Revenue down – $900 million cut to capital funding

• With traffic down, MDOT SHA was able to deliver key 
projects on or ahead of schedule

• Now time to assess, adjust, plan, recover, and stabilize

• Will reduce road closures due to rockfalls
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Garrett County
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• US 219 North

• $63 million project to realign and dualize US 219 
between I-68 and Old Salisbury Road

• US 219 at Mosser Road

• $4.2 million project including left-turn lanes, 
acceleration and deceleration lanes, sidewalk, and new 
crosswalk across US 219

• Wilson Run Culvert, Oakland

• $1.7 million project to reconstruct culvert in front of 
Pizza Hut and Sheetz



Washington County

• I-81 Widening

• $105 million project to add a third lane in both 
directions between US 11 in West Virginia and MD 63/
MD 68 in Williamsport

• I-70 Bridge Rehabilitation

• $38 million project to reconstruct four bridge decks 
over MD 65 and over the CSX Hagerstown Branch

• US 40 Sidewalks, Hagerstown

• $2.4 million project to upgrade sidewalk connections 
between Cannon Street and Eastern Boulevard
